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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Firstly, as also noted in Applicants' remarks, 
claims 11-14 were inadvertently noted to be under examination on page 2 of the Office action of May 29, 2008. However, the claims are 
indeed withdrawn, as noted by Applicants' understanding. The claims were correctly noted to be withdrawn on the PTOL-326 form as well 
as in the first paragraph on page 2 of the May 29, 2008 Office action. Only claims 1, 2, 10 were under examination in the May 29, 2008 
Office action. 

Applicants' arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive. 

Bringe (WO 0019839) discloses spray drying the beta-conglycinin mixture (p. 39 lines 22-24) in order to obtain a dried beta-conglycinin 
protein composition. 

Further, regarding Applicants' assertions about the limitation of an ionic strength of less than 0.2 (as recited in claim 1 ), it would be 
reasonable for one of ordinary skill to recognize that the ionic strength can be adjusted accordingly, during the heat treatment step. As 
previously noted, the differences in ionic strength of the heating step can be arrived at by the normal desire of scientists to improve upon 
what is already known and which provides the motivation to determine where in a disclose set of percentage ranges is the optimum 
combination of percentages (MPEP 2144.05). 
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
